Gov. Hill McAlister is said to have' 


abandoned his sales tax idea and in 
his message is expected to recommend 
a franchise lax on capital invested. 
In this he will havc support of the 
powerful Shelby county (Memphis) 
delegation, which refused lo go along 
with him on the sales tax. 


The franchise tax would be a levy of 


between $1 and $1.50 on each $1,000 
of invested capital. Its proponents be- 
lieve a rate between

figures 


would produce around $1,7'0,000 a year. 
If this is passed then the plan is to 
repeal the corporation excise tax of 3 
per cent on net earnings from busi- 
ness done wholly within the state.
